{[Text| On 27 Pebruary, the Municipal People's Committee and Military Obligation 
Council held a conference to review induction in 1980 and to diseuse a plan for 
induction in the firet phase of 1981 and throughout this year, 


in 1980, there were numerous difficulties in livelihood and the number of recruite 
was .aree. However, the party and administration at all levele considered induction 
as an important mission, provided close and concentrade guidance for this task 

and harmoniously coordinated all forces. In the second phase of 1980 in particular, 
i6 wards and districts and the city and various organs and enterprises effected an 
obvious change in providing guidance and enabled the yearly induction task of the 
municipality te fulfill and even surpass the norms set by the high level. This 
achievement was praised by the Government Council. The Municipal People's Committee 
presented the “Good Induction Unit” banner to the Hoan Kiem Ward and Dong Anh Dietrict 
and gave out 189 commendatory diplomas and 143 commendatory certificates to unite 
having good induction achievements. 


To meet the need to build « etable and strong regular army with a high readiness to

Concerning female volunteers, the recruitment 
criteria are the age of 18 to 20 (date of birth between 1961 and 1963) and health 
Category A.

--Has your husband been arrested and detained by the public security forces on charge 
of using fake documents to go to South Vietnam by train to carry out commercial 
dealings? 


--Yes, that is true. 
-<Do you wish for his release? 
--No need to ask me so. Can you help me? 


Noting the sad face and solicitous attitude of Mre T, the visitors took this 
opportunity to say: 


— ⸗ want to help you because we know exactly where your husband is detained and also 
because we have some acquaintance with public security agents. You need only to incur 
some expenses and pay some “money to set things going” and then everything will be 

all right. 


Following the old saying thet “diseased people have to go in ail directions to seek 
treatment,” Mre T unhesitatingly brought out 440 dong and handed it to the two visitors 
in the hope of obtaining her husband's release (') 


On 23 January 1981, three women aged 24 to 27 called on Mre H, 64 Cau Go, and said 
smoothly that they could help obtain the release of her husband (who was being detained 
by the public security forces for involvement in a property the’t). Mre H also 
hurriedly handed 300 dong to the three women in the hope that they could “mediate” 

on her behalf (1!)

cone lusion There was nobedy “mediating” for anybody but it was sheer ewindling. 

Univ cfedulous peopie were taken in, Thanks to the discovery by and assistance from 
the people in the neighborhood, the public security combatants at the Hanoi Rail road 
Station whe were present at that time immediately caught the persons named Vu Thanh De 


and De Van Dan (whe took Mrs T's money) and Dean Thi Ha, Neuyen Thi Yen and Tran Thi 
inh (whe took Mere H's money). All of them are awaiting trial.

CASE OF COMMUNAL THEFT OF GASOLINE REPORTED 
BK300550 Hanoi Domestic Service in Vietnamese 2300 GMT 29 Apr 61 


[Text] On 25 March the security police of Ly Nhan District [Ha Nam Ninh 
Province) and of the B-6 fuel pipeline protection station of the PO 
corps had a case of theft documented, It reported the recovery of 


9.4 tons of petroleum from bad elements who had broken open a pipeline 
te obtain it, 


It is reported thet members of the (Nhan Khai) cooperative had taken ad- 
vantage of negligenc: to steal petroleum owned by the state with the purpose 
of giving it to their cooperative in exchange for work credits. in addition 
to the quantity of petroleum recovered, responsible authorities also 
detected and recovered from the cooperative's storehouse another 3 or 4 tons 
of petroleum. There is believed to be petroleum still hidden in various 
cooperative members’ houses. 


An initial investigation shows that a fuel pipeline running through the area 
of (Nhan Khai) viliage has on many occasions been broken open. The master- 
minds behind these sabotage incidents are no one other than Siscreants from the 
(Nhan Khai) eericultural cooperative. As the state did not have petroleum 
available to supply to the cooperative, the executive board of the cnoperative 
decided to trade credit scores with its cooperative menbers for petroleum. 

it gave seven points for each kilo of petroleum, almort equivalent to the 
eredit siven for 2 kilos of paddy. 


With this sort of encouragement from their cooperative executive board, nembers 
of the cooperative sought every way possible to steal petroleum owned by the 
state in order to exchange it for work credits. On some cecasions, the 
quantities of petroleum obtained by the cooperative through the above exchange 
system reached 15 tons and even 20 tons. Some families such as those of 

Mre (Luong) and Me (Nguven) accumulated up to 300 kilos of petroleum to trade 
with the co. perative. 


Aware of this illegal act of the cooperative, cadres of the ®-6 pipeline 
protection station met on several occasions with the cooperative executive 
board to discuss preventive measures, but nothing much was done. In the 
past 2 years alone, the pipeline has been broken open nine times and more 
than 20 tens of petroleum have peen stolen.

OBJECTIVES, PRINCIPLES OF CONTRACT PRODUCTION IN ACRICULTURE @TaEsseD 
Hanoi WHAN DAN in Vietnamese 4 Mar 61 p i 


(Editorial: “Firmly Grasp the Objectives and Principles of Contract Production 
in Agriculture”) 


Text! Implementing the directives of the Party Central Committee Secretariat, 
many localities in the midlands and delta of North Vietnam are expanding the systen 
of contracting production in the agriculture! cooperatives, Other cooperatives 

in the highlands and in the (old) Zone 5 are also experimenting with it. In those 
areas where the new contract production system is correctiy being implemented, 

the number of people participating in labor increases, the production schedule 

ie guaranteed, and many technological processes are better implemented. However, 
besides a number of localities which are proceeding slowly in 4 reserved ganner 
there are others vhich go into it in 4 gungho manner, without adequate preparations. 
in 4 number of average or below average cooperatives the organization of functions 
that must be shared by the collective ie not good, leading to the situation of 
“blanket contracting.” Because of inadequate guidelines other localities have 

just contracted out the fields to the cooperative members on an equal footing, 
which means 4 parceligation of the land. Many new problems have thus arisen, es- 
pecially in the wee of main production equipment and of the material and techno- 
logical bases which have been built, because there have not been concrete regula- 
tions for using them. 


Production contracting is a form of production management closely iinked to the 
organization and remuneration of labor, it is one component of the management of 
agricultural cooperatives. The contract ng must reach the objectives of of gua- 
ranteeing the expansion of production and raised productivity on the basis of 
everybody's enthusiastic participation in labor, of stimulating labor productivity 
while using the available land and material-technological infrasiructure and ap- 
plying techniques in 4 progressive aanner, economizing on the expenses of produc- 
tion; of strengthening the socialist relations of production in the countryside; 
of ceaselessiy raising the income and economic standard of the cooperative members, 
raising the accumulated capital of the cooperatives, of fulfilling the duties 
towards the state and of ceaselessly increasing the amount of agricultural pro- 
ducts and commodities supplied to the state. In the situation where our labor is 
for the @ost part sanual, where we only have limited technical means, 4 correct 
management formula must firet of all be able to fully exploit 411 our available 
labor and soil potential and the material-technological infrastructure we have 

at our disposal so 46 to implement well the directions of production, to raise 
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out leber aed Bheleogtcoel capabilities, te inerease the production volume fer the 
om vety, ed of fatlomel dletribution @e a6 te insure 411 three interests, 6— 
thie baste the cooperatives will be strengthened and consolidated day after day, 


The principles which hawe been eet ferth in the aenagement of main production 
equipment, © the bap! ementation of divieten of labor and labor cooperation, in 
the Selntenance of the oroduetion sehedules and plans, and in the fire control of 
products #0 a6 £6 ineure rational distribution, ete, are meant to guarantee the 
obje tives of contracting of each collective socialist eoonomic wit, These 
pfinctples @uet be fully understood when one sete forth the concrete policies in 
handing ower land to the laboring groupe of assigning contracts to workers in- 
volved in the final stages of a prodwet while establishing concrete regulations 
desline with the management of labor, the management of irrigation water 

and fertilleer, the wtiligation of draught animale and the handing over of final 
producte. 


On the basis of full understanding of the objectives and principles of production 
contracting, each cooperative gust strengthen the regime of three contracts as 
applied te the production brigades, which in reality is a fore of “production 
contracting” by the cooperatives to the production collectives. Sased on the 
three contract plans, the production brigades “boldly expand the implementation 
of the production contracting formula down to the laboring celle and to the indi- 
vidual laborers in the agricultural cooperatives"--as clearly stated in the Sec- 
retariat's directive. The contracting of work to the laboring groupe or indivi- 
dual laborers is « choice to be made by the collective of cooperative members. 
The higher echelons should help the cooperatives iaplement correctiy the objec - 
tives and principles of production contracting. All phenomena of coercion of 
the cooperatives in a certain direction of another are expressions of disrespect 
of the collective ownership rights of the cooperative sembere in the choice of 
appropriate management formulae. 


The contracting of production to the laboring groups and individual laborers 

will create the conditions for linking closely the responsibilities and interests 
of the laboring people with the final products in 4 wery direct way, thus strongly 
promoting the positive contributions and laboring consciousness of the coopera- 
tive gembers. There are many other questions that still need to be thought about 
and learned from experience as we go along. We should firmly erasp the objectives 
and principles of production contracting, prevent the various forms of “open- 
ended contracting” and other negative phenomena, and have timely solutions for 
newly arising problems: these are the responsibilities of the various sectors 
jealing with agriculture and the localities. To be subjective and satisfied vith 
the wery firet results, or to talk only about the favorable aspects of the sew 
contracting arrangements are 41] unscientific attitudes. To closely follow the 
situation, to provide close guidance in order to implement well and perfect the 
various production contracting arrangements, neither to be too conservative nor 

to be gungho, working without preparations, to sake sure that every step is 4 
solid one, etc. these and similar seasures constitute the best guidance methods 
that would help the improved contracting regime achieve results, sotivating the 
laborers to boost agricultural production and ceaselessly consolidate the sew 
relations of production.

EDITORIAL: EXPORT CAPABILITY OF LOCAL PoOoNaMY

(Editorial: "“Dxport Capability ef Leeal Beonemy” | 


[Text |] The centrally managed agricultural and industrial production sectors and 
wmite are playing 4 gore and gore important role in export. fut in the coming 
years our expert potential will essentially still have to be based on our tropical 
agriculture, the cultivation area of which can @till be enlarged through euiti- 
plication of crope and land reclamation thanks to our abundant labor in the coun- 
tryside. Agricultural and handicraft production is for the most part managed 
directiy by the localities. Tt te for thie reason that the local economy hae an 
important role to play in the exploitation of the land potential and our aanpower 
in order to boost up export and build an export etructure in keeping with our 
present economic conditions but in the direction of rapidly increasing our sources 
of agricultural, forestry and fishing products together with our handicraft pro- 
ducte. 


The export capability of our leesl economy ie great but remaine to be fully ex- 
ploited. Im the past, thie source of commodities has amounted to only one third 
of the total export walwe of the country. Om the other hand, the importe dietri- 
buted to the local economy amount to } to 6 times the value of exports 

from the local economy; in some cases, thie proportion is many times the decuple 
of the export walue. The root cause of thie situation is that our sdeinietrative 
supply management ic such that the majority of the cadres and the people have 
fully realiged the important and strategic meaning of the export work, and so 
have not yet encouraged the localities and the laborers to enthusiastically 
on export products; it le euch that it hae not yet compelled the various 
lone and sectore or wmite to do their beet to work on export products eo that 
may have imports to serve production and our economic life. The tendency of 
ying on the central government for supplying them with imports is still heavy 
a number of localities, which fail to realize that we cannot heave isporte with- 
and that exports conetitute an economic activity that brings much 

the local economy and to the laborers. 


cheRSRS7E8 
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measures and policies taken by the state have started to yield their results. 
number of localities have on their own or combined with the foreign trade sector 
to produce exports and to import in accordance with the local plane. With 4 cor- 
rect policy, with appropriate business practices and with enlarged initiative 
reserved to the localities a6 regards import and export, the local economy would 
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comtribute sere and mere export preducts, The eities of We Chi Minh, Hanei, and 
Haipheng, the provinces of An Glang, Ben Tre, Quang Ninh, and Nehe Tinh have made 
areat efforts and orogresses in the bolstering of export, combining export with 
import, thue aequiring more materials for production, more consumer goods for 

the economic life of the people and increasing cash receipts, contributing te ba- 
laneing the local finances, 


The boosting of exports coming from the local economy can have good results and 
expand fapidly only on the basis of ordering and planning investment in the build- 
ine of spectalized culture areas devoted to export. We @uet exploit the manpower 
and equipment capabilities of local industries, ineluding the cottage industries 
and the handicraft production. Many localities have the conditions for planting 
quick maturing plints like tebaceo, jute, peanut, sesame, beane, banana, pineapple, 
vegetables, epices and oliferous plants; for planting and exploiting raw material 
plants #0 as to develop the handicrafte; and for developing the raising of domestic 
fowl and other domestic animals for export. Other areas with the needed condi- 
tions can combine with the foreign trade sector to invest in the development of 
long @eturing plant euch a6 the rubber plant, coffee and tea plants, conenut trees, 
etc. and to organize handicraft unite and cottage industries to process food and 

to Produce consumer export commodities. 


In the boosting of export production both the obligations and interests of the 
localities are in agreement. To realise the norms and quotas ordered by the estate 
as regards exports that are centrally managed by the state constitutes the duty 
that the localities must fulfill at the highest level of endeavor. The localities 
aleo heave the duty of contributing to the state part of the foreign exchange that 
they acquire in the implementation of their export plans, of respecting the die- 
cipline of production, business and finances, in order to correctly guarantee the 
three interests. The state guarantees the balanced distribution of materials 

and implements the regime of awards and encouragement so that the localities can 
perform well their duties. The estate leaves to the localities the initiative of 
combining export with import, of using the imports to boost exports and to boost 
local economic development. Each locality quet efficiently calculate its produc- 
tion and business, find appropriate solutions for determining the receipts of 
Production unite, especially the income of the export-producing laborers. The 
export duties and interests of each locality are guaranteed through contractual 
agreements between the locality and the foreign trade sector, in which there would 
be agreement concerning the supply of materiale for production, two-way exchange 
of commodities, and the application of appropriate prices, not to count the gua- 
rantee of execution by both sides in the export endeavor. 


With these tew formulae and improved foreign trade management institutions, clearly 
the export capabilities of the local economy will be better exploited.

[Text | Hanoi VNA April 2%=-Collective production has in the past fine years 
helped Loe Ninh District, Song Be Province, north of He Gi Minh City, te 
solve the problem of food shortages, 


Before the complete liberation of southern Vietnam on April W, 1975, thie 
district had reorganized agricultural production in the form of coopera- 
tives and production collectives even in the daye when fighting wae «till 


At present the local people, including ethnic simnorities, who were victim 
ef constant famine, hawe become self sufficient in food. 


The cultivated area in Loc Ninh has expanded from a little gore than 4,600 
hectares in 1978 to 7,000 in 1980. it will reach 6,000 during the course 
of thie year. The average yield is four tonnes per hectare almost double 
that of the past. In some cooperatives, each family member receives from 
200 to WO kilos of paddy 4 year. 


Beside rice and subsidiary crops, the people have earned 4 considerable 

income from short-term industrial crops. The area put under coffee and 
pepper has increased 15 times since 1972. Living etandards have improved 
Vieibiv. All the elewen willages in the district now have their health 
stations, echoole, public address seyetenm and libraries.

farming ic the min source of income in Ngoe Long village inhabited by more 
than 3,600 people. UntUl recently backward practices and custome left by 

the old regime--especiailiy feudal ideology--in family relations still affected 
the villagers’ life-etyle. To ewercome these westiges requires long and 
arduous efforte. Ower che past 20 years, Ngo. Long has tried te boost 
production while painstakingly building 4 modern life and improving the nature 
of family relationshipe. As 4 result, sore than 600 households--about 82 per- 
cent of the village's families--have been honoured with the title “socially 
advanced tamily.” 


Old backward practices euch as precocious and forcible marriages and expe wive 
banquets at wedding or funeral ceremonies have been eliminates. Three magicians 
and almost 400 other people who earned their living in the past byw exploiting 
the villagers’ superstitions ewe been transformed into genuine farmers. Theft 
and quarrele rarely occur. An orderly and healthy way of life has taken shape 
in each family and in the whole willage. Ninety eight per cent of the families 
have sunk welle for their own use. The village's birth rate has dropped to 
below 1.5 percent. A primary and junior high echool has been built in the 
village while universal primary education courses have been extended to adults. 
Ngoc Long has alec set up an amteur art troupe to entertain its villagers and 
sometimes serve other localities in the province.

BOC LAL VICE VICTIMS’ REMABLLITATION--Hanoi VNA W Apr--Since liberation

WINTER SPRING RICE CROP TRANSPLANTING 


Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 1 Mar 61 p 1 


[Article: “The Whole Country Sowed and Transplanted 1,467,000 Hectares of Winter 
Spring Rice, Reaching 81.7 Percent of the Planned Level, Which Is Faster Than 
Last Year"] 


[Text] According to the General Statistical Bureau, by 25 February the whole 
country has sown and transplanted 1,467,047 hectares, reaching 81.7 percent of 
the planned acreage, representing a faster tempo than last year (by the same time 
last year only 1.3 million hectares were sown). The provinces in the north have 
sown and transplanted 917,000 hectares, reaching 85.3 percent of the planned 
level, at a faster rate than last year (682,000 hectares). The provinces of the 
south have sown and transplanted 550,000 hectares, reaching 80 percent of the 
planned level, at a slower rate than last year. The remaining acreage that needs 
transplanting across the country is 294,000 hectares, of which 157,000 belong 

to the north and 137,000 remain to be transplanted in the south. 


The provinces in the north are strivi ig to sow and transplant the spring rice not 
only to the olanned level but also surpassing it. The end-of-the-crop weather 
will count a few days of frost. But with the contract system the laboring enthu- 
siasm of the cooperative members is quite high. The transplanting speed reaches 
more than 20,000 hectares per day. There is more order and cleanliness in the 
fields. Waiphong City has nearly completed its transplanting. Nghe Tinh has sown 
and transplanted 92.3 percent of its acreage; Binh Tri Thien, 95.2 percent; the 
delta provinces of the north have reached 86.6 to over 90 percent of the planned 
acreage. Thai Binh reached 90.5 percent with 40 cooperatives overreaching the 
planned acreage. Ha Nam Ninh reached 91.8 percent with 222 cooperatives having 
completed their plans. A number of districts have completed and surpassed their 
acreage plans such as Chi Linh (Hai Hung Province), Hoang Long (Ha Nam Ninh Pro- 
vince), Quang Xuong and Tinh Gia (Thanh Hoa Province). The midland provinces of 
North Vietnam have only reached 82 to 85 percent of the planned acreage. In spite 
of the fact that the plant seedling production link ran into some difficulty 
(because of overthickness and overcrowding of plants that led to lack of well- 
developed seedlings), 211 the localities still found ways to guarantee the com- 
pletion of the link (through such formulae as the courtyard production fo seedlings, 
the diggine of overcrowded seedlings, and straight sowing). The irrigation link 
in the localities equipped with electric pumps also ran into some difficulty but 
generally speaking, we still had enough water for transplanting and relatively 
good power, thus insuring the rapid flooding of the fallow fields. 








Once transplanted, the apring rice roote rapidiy. The weeding speed is slow in 
comparison with the growth cate of the rice plants, The fifth=emonth rice crop 

has essentially seen ite first weeding completed and the average rate of fertilizer 
invested is 4.2 tons per hectare. The chemical fertilizer still remains to reach 
the planned level. The Japanese azolla acreage is amaller as compared to the same 
period last year (reaching only 48 percent of the acreage in 1980), All the pro- 
vinces producing Japanese azolla have failed to reach last year's level. 


The Zone 5 provinces have sown and transplanted near the planned level as regards 
the acreage devoted to winter-spring rice. The provinces from Lam Dong down have 
transplanted 370,000 hectares, reaching 70.9 percenc of the planned acreage. The 
provinces having reached the largest acreage are An Giang with 97 percent, Tien 
Giang with 88 percent, and Thuan Hai with 80 percent. In the south the time is 
over for transplanting winter-spring rice. One hundred and seven thousand hectares 
of early winter-spring rice have been harvested. The provinces of Hau Giang, Kien 
Giang, Minh Hai, ete. are concentrating on preparing the soil for the summer- 
autumn crop.

[Text] To fulfill the industrial production task in the present situation, it is 
necessary to satisfactorily solve numerous problems relating to energy, supplies, 
raw materials and transportation...among which electric power ie a problem requiring 
a basic and very urgent solution, 


Ower the recent past, definite efforts have been exerted in the management and 
distribution of electric power but, generally speaking, thie task has been carried 
out in 4 passive manner for many reasons the principal one of which has been an 
electricity shortage which has caused a great deal of difficulties to production. 
Despite this situation, we have failed to concentrate efforts on studying the possi- 
bility of creating 4 supplemental electric source for the city. The patchiness, 
superimposition and crise-crossing of the electric network together with the lack 

of a clear-cut decentralization have hampered the fair and rational priority dietri- 
bution to the right targets and have hindered the timely service to essential needs. 
Despite a shortage of electricity for production and daily life consumption, waste 
and illegal use of electricity are still rampant. The movement for economical use 
of electricity is still being conducted under the fore of general appeals but is 

not yet coordinated with technical and administrative measures. 





The difficulties in the electricity problem cannot be solwed soon because the city 
electricity depends on the supply by North Vietnam's source of electricity which, in 
turn, cannot be quickly increased for some time to come. To take more initiatives 

in solwing difficulties, the city must, however, work out « specific plan to increase 
the source of electricity and to improve ite management, distribution and economical 
use. Research must be actively conducted to increase the electric source as guch as 
possible for the city’s use. To gradually overcome the existing difficulties in 
management and distribution, the electric network aust be improved step by step, the 
management and distribution of electricity decentralized and priority given to 
production and essential needs. 


Electricity saving measures--especially the technical ones--must be taken in the 
production field as well as in consumption for daily activities. The example set 
by the Electric Motors Factory in rationally and economically using electricity 
must be disseminated, studied and followed. The electricity management and distri- 
bution sethod developed by the Cua Nam Subward must be reviewed to draw experiences 














and guet be disseminated and applied in other areas, it is fheeessary te 


stPupgele against th ‘obit ef taking advantage of the situation te carry out underhand= 
ed «6 dealings and to illegaliy and recklessly use electricity, which has caused 
waste of the common electric souree and damage to the state, 


While taking various measures such a8 motivation, technical guidance and gradual 
provision of electricity meters for production installations and individual households, 
it is necessary to organize 4 regular supervision of the management, distribution and 
wee of electricity, to promptly correct shortcomings and to severely punish intentional 
infractions, 


The difficulties inherent in the electric seurce cannot be solved immediately.
